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DETAILED ACTION 
Election/Restrictions 

Newly submitted claims 6-12 are directed to an invention that is independent or distinct 
from the invention originally claimed for the following reasons: the magnetic gap is closed with 
an insulator, mixed with a magnetic substance, ''the weight of said magnetic substance being at 
predetermined ratio lower than that of the weight of said insulator'' was not introduced 
previously. 

Since applicant has received an action on the merits for the originally presented 
invention, this invention has been constructively elected by original presentation for prosecution 
on the merits. Accordingly, claims 6-12 are withdrawn from consideration as being directed to a 
non-elected invention. See 37 CFR 1.142(b) and MPEP § 821.03. 

Claim Rejections - 35 USC§103 

The following is a quotation of 35 U.S.C. 103(a) which forms the basis for all 
obviousness rejections set forth in this Office action: 

(a) A patent may not be obtained though the invention is not identically disclosed or described as set forth in 
section 102 of this title, if the differences between the subject matter sought to be patented and the prior art are 
such that the subject matter as a whole would have been obvious at the time the invention was made to a person 
having ordinary skill in the art to which said subject matter pertains. Patentability shall not be negatived by the 
manner in which the invention was made. 

Claims 1-5 and 13-14 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 103(a) as being unpatentable over 
Takaoka [JP 10-126092] in view of Sakata et al. [US 5,680,087], 

Takaoka discloses an inductance device [figure 2b] comprising: 

- a drum-type magnetic core having a winding portion and two end flanges; 

- a winding wire [L] wound about the winding portion; 
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- a magnetic gap [figure 2b] on an outer surface of the magnetic core and between the end 
flanges; and 

- a ring insulator [S] disposed in the magnetic gap, wherein the insulator has an endless 
form and formed of rubber and magnetic material. 

Takaoka discloses the instant claimed invention except for the insulator being completely 
enclosed the magnetic gap and the specific of the insulator, 
Silicon rubber is a known polymer. 

Sakata et al. discloses an inductor device [figure 1] comprising : 

- a dnmi-type magnetic core [1]; 

- a coil wire winding [10] wound around the magnetic core; 

- a magnetic gap formed on a outer surface of the magnetic core/coil wire winding; and 

- an insulator member [15] is completely enclosed the magnetic gap, wherein the 
magnetic gap includes an overhang and an insertion [figure 1], with the overhang extends over 
an outer face part of one of the magnetic core flange while in contact therewith. 

The specific method steps use to arrange/dispose the insulator into the magnetic gap 
would have been an obvious design consideration for the purpose of facilitating manufacturing. 

Response to Arguments 
Applicant's arguments with respect to claims 1-5 and 13-14 have been considered but are 
moot in view of the new ground(s) of rejection.
